- THE Greatneſs of this Redemption will appear, 
if you conſider a little the Enemies and Evils 
from which, the Chief Inſtrument by whom, and 
the Manner in which they were Redeemed. | 

THEIR Enemies were Pharaoh and his Egyptians. 
The Cruel Tyrant had got Dominion over them; 
His Will was to be their Law ; and either obey 
him they muſt, or elſe ſeverely ſuffer for their 
Diſobedience, though his Commands were with- 
out Reaſon, and barbarouſly cruel. And as all 
the ſervile Dependants and Minions of a Tyrant 
are wont to lay aſide all Degrees of Tenderneſs 
and Pity, that they may become the Execution- 
ers of his furious Will, and be zealouſly active 
in revenging him on all the Objects of his In- 
dignation and Rage; ſo the Egyptians with 
whom they dwelt were taught to hate them 


with a cruel Hatred. The Task-Maſters, who 


were ſet over them, ſeem pleas'd with the Com- 
mands they receiv'd from the incenſed Tyrant, 
to be more ſevere and barbarous towards them. 
SUCH were their Enemies. As for the Evils 
under which they did ſuffer, they were ſome of 
the greateſt that human Nature is capable of, 


vi. the Loſs of their Civil and their Religious 


Rights and Liberties. They were made Slaves 


to the Luſts of their Enemies; and not allow'd 


— 


to ſerve their God, as He did command them. 
SUCH was the Slavery to which they were 


condemn'd,that you find Egypt is frequently call'd 
a Houſe of Bondage, and of Bond-men, &c. We 
read that the Egyptians ſet over them Task- Maſters x Exo 
to afftict them with their Burdens : they kept them 11. 
poor by charging them W Taxes, which

dur Thoughts into ſome proper Method, when 
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ſiome think was included in the Burdens with 
1 which they afflicted them. Their Task-Maſters 
were not only to burden them, but as much as 
might be to af/i# them with their Burdens, and 
invent how they might render them more grie- 
vous, They not only made them ſerve, but (as 
we read) * they made them ſerve with rigour, and 
they made their Lives bitter with hard Bondage in 
Mortas and in Brick, and in all manner of Service 
in the Field : all their Service, wherein they made 
them ſerve, was with rigour : with a Deſign, no 
doubt, to break their Spirits, and ſink them at 1 
length into the diſingenuous and ſervile Com- 6 
lzance and Temper of Slaves; and to ruin their 
: Health, and ſhorten their Days, and thereby J 
diminiſh their Numbers. They were made to fp 
ſigh and cry to God by reaſon of their Bondage; f 
and yet their Enemies proceed to greater Seve« i © 
rities, requiring Brick, and the uſual Tale of c 
Brick, without providing them Straw. And |” 
becauſe a Tyrant has always a Thirſt after 1 
Blood, he commanded their Male-Children to 5

IHIS now was their Cafe, theſe the Enemies,

THE Inſtrument by whom God ſent this Re- 
demption was Moſes, who being apprehenſive of 
his own Unfitneſs for the Management of ſo 
great and important an Affair, did at firſt deſire 
to be excus'd, and was earneſt with God that He 
would ſend ſome other Perſon whom he knew 
to be fitter for ſuch Employment than himſelf: 
but God, who had deſign'd him for the Work, 
qualifies and ſpirits him for it ; and render'd him 

at laſt a Terror to all the Egyprian-Enemies of his 
People, who were forc'd to ſubmit unto him: 
for tho' he came not with a mighty Hoſt, nor 
with Weapons of War, yet having Authorit 
from God, he was more than a Match for ſo 
great and formidable an Enemy; tho? at firſt in-

call'd for Moſes and Aaron, and bid them riſe up, 
and get forth from amongſt his People, they and the 
Children of Iſrael.; and go and ſerve the Lord as. 
they had ſaid, and take their Flocks and their Herds, 
Cc. And accordingly at the end of the 430 Years, 
(reckoning from the Promiſe made to Abraham) 
even that ſelf ſame Day, it came to paſs that all the 
Hoſts of the Lord went out from the Land of Egypt; 
and when the Egyptians purſued them afterwards, 
they were marvelouſly ſaved at the Red- Sea. 
THUS He ſent Redemption unto bis People : the 
Remembrance of which they were oblig'd to

a; WE were either to receive a Religion, not only 
ls, contrary to Scripture and Reaſon, but to com- 
rs, mon Senſe, upon the bare and idle Pretences of 
mn) the Antiquity of its Doctrines, and the Infallibi- 
he lity of its Propoſers ; or elſe to ſuffer continual 
t: Vexations and Torments, a bloody Inquiſition, 
ds, and a fiery Trial: for it we would not prove 
falſe to dur God, and embrace it, we might 
know by abundant Experience, that nothing re- 
main'd but. to think of wandring abroad into 
ſome ſtrange Land, (if we could find an Oppor- 
tunity or Means to do that) or to die at Tyburn, 
or rather in Smithfield. A ſad and diſmal Caſe 
indeed! that we muſt either ſuffer in ſome ſuch 
manner, or receive a Religion that will not bear 
an Examination; and which therefore its Vota- 
ries are not allow'd to enquire into. To pre- 
tend to examine into the Grounds and Reaſons 
of it, and to venture to look into what may be 
offer'd againſt it, would be condemn'd as a bold 
Adyance towards damnable Hereſy. A certain 
Sign that this Religion is mere Pretence, and 
falſe : for that which is true, and what it pre- 
tends to be, will abide the ſtricteſt Search: the 
Religion of Cbriſt and his Apoſtles will do fo, 
and therefore we are commanded to prove it; 
and thoſe who were a more noble and generous- 
ſpirited Chriſtians [the Bereans] are highly com- 
mended for ſearching the Scriptures daily, wo 
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BU we muſt ſuppoſe there can be no need 
of Examination, or any thing more than Imp. 
cit Faith, when we are told that infallible Oral 


Tradition is always at hand in its Vindication : 


Tradition deliverd down from Chriſt himſelf,

oftles, and carefully preſervd 


and from the Ap d « - 
through all Ages of the Church: by th they 


aſſert, that the Scriptures themſelves muſt be 
interpreted, and that the ſeveral Points of 


their Religion are fully eſtabliſhed, tho' they 
cannot produce any Arguments to ſupport» the 
Pretence : but if we'll ſubmit to the Authority 
of the Council of Trent, theſe Oral Traditions 


muſt be receiv'd and reverenc'd with equal pious 
Affection as the Written Word of God, for ſhe 


has decreed them to be of equal Authority. 
BUT there are ſome things ſtill worſe in that 

Religion which was to be impos'd upon us. 
A RELIGION that would diſcharge its Pro- 

feſſors from ſome of thoſe moral Duties to which 


not only the Commands of Scripture, but our natu- 


ral Light does always oblige us ; ſuch as Fidelity, 


Mercy and Truth: for it teaches them, that 0 


Faith & to be kept with Hereticks'; and that its In- 


tereſt is to be propagated by any Methods, how 
baſe or cruel ſoever: by Equivocations, mental 
Reſervations, and even Lies and Perjuries; by 


Fire and Sword, and any Inſtruments of Tor- 
ment. Their Biſhops are made to {wear at their 


Conſecrations, that they will perſecute Here- 
ticks to the uttermoſt of their Power, and De- 


crees of General Councils have been made for 


the Extirpating of them, and very large Pro- 


miſes of ſpiritual Advantages, as well as Tempo- 
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ral ones, to all ſuch as do ſo: While Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles were wont to attempt the Converſi- - 
on of ? Men by human and rational Methods. 
They propoſed ſtrong and proper Arguments for +. = 
the enlightning their Minds, and convincing 85 
their Judgments, and urge their Compliance 
from a Conſideration of the Authority of God, 
and the Rewards and Puniſhments which he has 
prepar'd in the Life to come, & Such fort of 
Arguments are fit to make Men Chriſtians: - 
while Gibbets and Axes, and Stakes and Inquiſi- 
tions, are proper enough to awe them into Hy- 
pocriſy, but can never bring Light to their Un- 
derſtandings, or rectify the Miſtakes of their 
Judgments, much leſs make them aſſent to that 
which they know to be falſe. | | 

BUT theſe are the only Methods which can 
ſupport the Cauſe of Popery, that will not ad- 
mit of rational Arguments in its Defence: for it 
is impoſſible to reaſon a Man into that which is 
contrary to the Senſe and Reaſon of all Men : 
Such is that in particular, which is one of their 
main Articles, viz, the Doctrine of Tranſubſtan- 
tiation, in order to the believing of which, it is 
nece ary a Man ſhould firſt renounce his Senſes, 
and inſiſt, againſt his Sight, his Taſte, and his 
Feeling, that they miſinform him, when they 
will have Bread to be Bread, and not the real 
Body of Chriſt.

THE Perfections of God were ſo ſignally ap- 
rent throughout the whole of this Redemption, 
fis Wiſdom and Power, his Goodneſs and So- 
vereignty, as made it ſo evident that it was the 
Lord's doing; that having ſhown you that ſuch a 
Redemption was ſent, I need not add any thing 
further to prove that it was God who ſent it.
